FARMER'S ATTENTION! 

As the Dominion Government 
is paying the freight, withi n cer 
tain limitations, on shipments 
of registered and certified seed 
grain mad e before March 15, it 
is essential that farmers taking 
advantage of this, make their 
arrangements to procure regis¬ 
tered seed immediately, if they 
wish to save the freight charg¬ 
es. For the last five years on ac¬ 
count of the low grain prices, 
many fanners gave less atten¬ 
tion than they did previously to 
procuring seed of high quality. 
Consequently, there is a need 
for purer seed on man v farms 
this season and on account of 
grai n prices being much higher 
it is expected that there will be 
much more registered seed pur¬ 
chased. 

Naturally it is the aim of all 
farmers to obtain the maximum 
yields from the different crops 
grown, but some attention must 
also be given to such factors as 
quality of the product, strength 
of straw, time of maturity, etc. 

During the last decade many 
new varieties of cereals have or¬ 
iginated. From results obtained 
at the Lethbridge Station, Mar¬ 
quis still appears to be the best 
variety of wheat for all of 
Southern Alberta excepting 
Where an earlier variety is re¬ 
quired.' Banner and Victory ap¬ 
pear to l^e the two best varieties 
of oats, and Trebi and Hannches 
the two .best varieties of barley 
for feed purposes.

WARBLE FLY CONTROL 

Warble fly control measures 
were first instituted at the Leth 
bridge Station during the win¬ 
ter of 1932-33. At that time 
practically every individual in 
the dairy herd was to a greater 
or less extent infested with 
warble fly larvae, and in order 
to get a complete kill of all lar¬ 
vae it was necessary t 0 treat 
the whole herd four times at in¬ 
tervals of three to fpur weeks 
beginning late in January. As a 
result of this thorough treat¬ 
ment is th e winter of 1932-33 
the infestation the following- 
year was’ much less severe and 
in that year ami each year J >1- 
lowing, the number of cows 
treated and the number of 
treatments necessary pel co-.v 
has gradually decreased until 
this year it appears that only a 
very limited number of cows 
will require any treatment at 
all. 

In order to understand the 
control measures it is necessary 
to know the life cycle ol the 
warble fly* The matur,e fly de¬ 
posits her eggs on bile legs and 
flanks of the cattle during the 
summer months. The eggs hatch 
and the young larvae pierce the 
skin and migrate to the region 
of tihe gullet and later on make 


a second migration to the back. 
Here ecysts form in which the 
larvae undergo development and 
at this time bore holes through 
the hide in order to get air and 
later emerge. Then development 
in the cyst is completed the 
larvae emerge and drop to the 
ground where they pupate and 
later appear as adult flies 

No satisfactory methods have 
been found for preventing the 
adult fly from depositing her 
eggs, but effect ilve measures can 
be taken to destroy the larvae 
while they are in the backs of 
tlie cattle. The active ingredient 
in the preparation used for de¬ 
stroying the larvae is Derris 
powder. This is mixed with soap 
and other materials to form a 
powder which when mixed with 
water at the rate of one pound * 
to a gallo no£ water, forms tile ' 
solution used for treating the 
cattle. This is supplied to the 
backs of the cattle with a stiff 
brush, when a large number of 
cysts containing the larvae 
show openings through the hide. 
Dnl v those larvae which are 
about ready to emerge are kill¬ 
ed by the treatment and con¬ 
sequently since all the birvae 
do not emerge at the same time 
„.it is usually necessary to apply 
several treatments at intervals - 
of about four weeks. 

The time usually recommend*- 
ed f or making the first applica¬ 
tion is about the first week in 
March but our experience 
would indicate that if a severe. 
infestation is present this would 
be too late under conditions sim¬ 
ilar to those at the Experiment¬ 
al Station. Our recommendation 
to prospective users of control 
measure would be to examine 
the cattle during the latter part 
of January and at regular inter¬ 
vals of about a week thereafter 
ami make the first application 
when a -large number of cysts 
are open. 

i/ie extent of; the loss caused 
by warble fly larvae is not gen- 
cially realized by farmers, but 
there is ample evidence to show 
that this loss runs into millions 
of dollars annually in reduced 
milk flow, damaged hides and 
s oiled sections of) beef carcass¬ 
es- Our recommendation would 
be for all cattle owners to use 
control measures for this pest. 
The treatment is simple, effect¬ 
ive and inexpensive and the . 
warble fly powder manufactur¬ 
ed by any reliable firm will give 
good results.

WEEKLY LETTER 

SUMMER - FALLOW AND 
WHEAT VS. SUMMER-FALL¬ 
OW AND TWO YEARS 
OF WHEAT 

The relative merits of grow¬ 
ing wheat on summer-fallow 
only, or growing two crops oi 
wheat in succession after fallow¬ 
ing is still a controversial ques¬ 
tion among fanners- The ten¬ 
dency of the mor e careful oper¬ 
ators, howevr, is toward the 
growing of but one crop of 
wheat after fallow. 

These two systems have been 
tested at the Dominion Experi¬ 
ment:.! Station at Lethbridge for 
25 years and the average net re¬ 
turns for the two types have 
been about equal for that per¬ 
iod. The average fo r thelast 5 
years, which have been drier 
than normal, has been in favor 
! of seeding on fallow only, how- 
. ever, as the net return during 
this dry period has been 1.83 
more per year for each acre 
farmed where fallow and wheat, 
were alternated than has been 
secured from two years of the 
wheat. This substantiates the 
contention made by many farm- 
ers that seeding on summer-fall- 
ow is an insurance against dis¬ 
astrously low yields in dry years. 
The weed problem becomes more 
d. llicult each year and the sum¬ 
mer-fallow is decidedly helpful 
in controlling mahy kinds of 
weeds. This is another reason 
why the two year cropping 
system of wheat and fallow is 
growing in favor. 

An argument i n favor of two 
years of wheat succeeding a 
fallow is that less of the land 
is in fallow and so a smaller 
portion of the field is in danger 
of soil drifting. As effective 
drifting control measurese are 
employed this feature becomes 
less important- 

At the present time the re¬ 
sults of the work at the station 
supports the contention of many 
successful fanners that alter¬ 
nating summer - fallow and 
wheat is a safer practice than 
to grow two years of wheat be¬ 
tween fallows.
